dollars, and $8,339,315 subsidiary coins. 
There were purchased to September 30, 
for the coinage of silver dollars, 17,925,- 
702 fine ounces of silver, which cost $21,- 
057,369, and will produce, when coined, 
$23,176,665 in silver dollars—putting in 
the treasury a profit of over two million 
dollars. This should not discourage the 
government or spread dismay among 
those who have debts to. pay. The di- 
rector estimates that of the entire amount 


Of $35,959,360 in trade dollars, which have’ 


been coined, not much more than -five 
millions are now in the country, and 
these are largely held by the California 
banks. His estimates also go to show 
that on the 30th of September the stock 
of gold coin and bullion in the country 
was more than $259,000,000, and of silver 
coin and bullion more than 399,000,000, 
making an aggregate of more than $358.- 
000,000. We hope the director’s figures 
are correct; for we want to see resump- 
tion restored, and the specie of the coun- 
try added to its circulation. But our 
faith is weak. 
Anti-Republican Unity. 

The necessity for unity among the op- 
ponents of radicalism is felt in every sec- 
tion of the country; but the doctors dis- 
agree.

It would lead to the destruc- 
tion of a system that it is at once an 
almost insuperable barrier to democratic 
success, a standing menace to the repub- 
lic and an unnecessary drain upon the 
pockets of the people. 


Republican Society at Washington. 

The shoddy republican society which 
makes Washington abominable and 
which amuses the country by its coarse- 
ness and its uncouth attempts to organize 
a sort of exclusive court&coterie at the fed- 
eral capital is in a terrible state of alarm. 
Its distinguished members see trouble 
ahead. Under the Grant administration 
such flunkeys as spun about the white 
house and disgraced themselves and the 
country by their toadyism, managed to 
make it the custom that cabinet officers 
should call upon senators and 
their wives upon their arrival 
at’ Washington, and it is this fact that is 
worrving the republican dames.

Weof the south 
would 1s soon have thought of investing 
‘our children with the ballot as the col- 
ored people who clung to us with 
the same. interests and _ almost 
with the same sympathies. They 
desired to be cared for and that was all. 
They knew nothing more of politics or of 
the responsibilities of the ballot than the 
babes in the wood. They were as inno- 
cent of their freedom as they were inno- 
cent of their slavery, and they are as in- 
nocent of their misapplication of the bal- 
lot as they are innocent of the wrong that 
conferred it upon them; and this brings 
to mind (apart from the troubles of the 
shoddyites) the fact that conferring the 
ballot upon the negro gave the south her 
safest, surest and most effectual weapon 
of defense. It added to her 
power in cangress, and it will add mate- 
rially to her power in deciding questions 
that affect the sections. 

We are not at all sorry for Bruce’s wife, 
because if she has any self-respect she 
will deem it an honor to be let severely 
alone by those who claim to be the lead- 
ers of Washington shoddy, and it will be 
all the better for her if they leave their 
cards at somebody else’s door, as they 
undoubtedly will do. The truth of the 
business is, the philanthropy of the re- 
publicans is a sham, their sympathy 
is fraudulent, and their — pre- 
tensions amount to nothing more 
than humbuggery. They have in- 
vested the colored man with the ballot, 
but as soon as they discover, as they 
shortly will, that his instincts as well as 
his education lead him to vote with the 
people of his section, then there will be 
an attempt made to restrict suffrage. 
When that time comes the colored man 
will be compelled to fall back upon the 
southern people for protection, and when 
they do, they will receive it.

Trade with Mexico. 

On Tuesday next acommercial conven- 
tion, composed of delegates from all the 
states in the Mississippi valley, is to be 
held in New Orleans. The chief object 
of the convention is to find means for the 
development of our trade with Mexico 
and other Spanish American countries. 
The railway and shipping interests will 
be largely represented, and so will most 
of the interior cities and mercantile asso- 
ciations. -The convention will doubtless 
achieve as much as‘ such conventions 
usually do@namely, a fuller consideration 
by the public ef the subjects it discusses 
and acts upon. 

The state of our trade with _Mexico 
will be especially considered at New Or- 
leans, and ‘the building of an interna- 
tional road will be demanded, although 
Minister Foster, in a recent letter, throws 
cold water on the whole business. He 
declares that the present means of com- 
munication are very imperfect, and are 
not likely to be improved. Steamship 
lines cannot be extended without a sub- 
sidy, and there is no prospect that a rail- 
road from the City of Mexico to the Rio 
Grande border will be constructed. The 
sentiments of the Mexican people are 
opposed to railroad communication with 
the United States. Mexicans seein such 
a project the prospect of ultimate annexa-, 
tion tothe United States. There is ae- 
cordingly a national sentiment against 
the scheme. . Charters that have been 
granted to American capitalists have 


keeps on as he has begun for a few 


generally invade nations of the south; 
hence we should always fear the United 
States.” 

Not only is there no hope, says Mr. Fos- | 
ter, of building a railroad to the Rio 
Grande from the City of Mexico, but a 
practically prohibitory tariff, and the 
want of protection afforded to persons and 
property of foreign merchants, forbid an 
extension of American trade throughout 
Mexico. He, however, thinks that there 
is a limited field which may be occupied 
by Americans, and regards it as entirely 
feasible and safe for American manu- 
facturers to continue their efforts in 
kindred branches and establish in the 
City of Mexico warehouses for the exhi- 
bition and sale of the products of their 
factories. In this way the _ local 
merchants and consumers will have the 
practical display of the superior merits of 
American goods and wares, and their sale 
can be gradually increased and a perma- 
nent market created. 

M. de Zamacona, the Mexican minister 
at Washington, presents the brighter side 
of the picture. He has delivered a great 
many addresses on this subject in the 
chief cities of this country, and in every 
instance has held out large possibilities. 
-He believes our merchants can and should 
successfully compete with the English, 
French an German merchants who now 
control Mexico’s foreign trade—a trade 
that aggregates about seventy millions a 
year. 

We do not know what the truth is; but 
if we were a merchant seeking a foreign 
trade, we would prefer Minister Foster's 
views to those of Senor Zamacona. It is 
clear that the time has not come for ex- 
tended trade-relations with our sister re- 
public; but if a start is not made, we 
never will get a strong commercial foot- 
hold in that country. Fhe negotiation of 
a commercial treaty—a reciprocity treaty 
‘—should be the first step, and an inter- 
national railroad the next. If Mexico, 
fearing annexation, will not co-operate in 
either of these movements, we’ do not 
know of anything that our merchantscan 
at present do unless they are willing to 
push into the country as the merchants 
of other countries have done, taking their 
chances as to forced loans and frequent 


revolutions. .

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Does Competition Between Railroads 
Adequately Protect the Public? 
No. Competition as a means of self-regula- 
tion is a failure. This is now generally 
conceded by well-informed men. Yet, it 
was long considered an adequate protection, 
and was the sole means relied on; and the 
public mind still néeds enlightenment on 
this point. Experience established the 
fact before any scientific explanation was 
discovered. It opened our eyes to look, 
and in the light of experience we are able 
to see the underlying principles too hidden 
at first to be discover They are now so 
obvious that it is strange they were ever 
overlooked. This, however, is nothing un- 
usual. 
The error was a very natural one, The 
law of competition solves so many things, it 
wasthought competent to solve this also, 
Whenever it properly applies, com petition is 
the best, eaxiest and most natural method 
of regulating business transactions. All 
this is fully admitted. The onus is in its 
favor; itdevolves on the objector to show 
cause why it does not apply to railroads. 
We wish to do full og to the argu- 
ment. We have nowhere seen it stated 
more strongly than in the following extract 
frum a speech of Simon Sterne, Esq., who 
states it in order to refute it. He says: 
‘“‘Asa leading lawyer and thinker puts it, 
in a letter I lately received: ‘Whether the 
monopoly be that of the New York Cen- 
tral or A. T. Stewart, itis no harder in the 
one case than in the other. <A. T. Stewart 
broke many small dealers. Better for the 
public; worse for them. Hard as this may 
seem, time is the only corrective. Itis the 
duty of the New York Central, and of 
its president, to make this road most efli- 
cient in earnings,’ ’’ etc. 
No one will object that the case is not 
well put. The answer is overwhelming. 
We shall not follow, however, the particu- 
lar order of argument adopted by Mr. 


Sterne, but another.

The improvement of the age, the discov- 
eries of railruads and steam are denied to 
the citizen,and mionopolized by the rail-

The railroad can ask what it pleases, with- 
in limits too wide for any particalar check. 
Even river competition is impossible, in 
many articles much less wagon. 
In the huge existing system of transporta- 
tion, with 4ts endless ramifications, com- 
mon roads run to the nearest rail e- 
pots, not even to the market towns. 
No common-carrier can live in.the une- 
qual strife. The railroad is not only acom- 
mon-carrier, but the common-carrier, There 
is no other, save for petty distances. 
The only cheekfis not by competition, it is 
only not to make rates prohibitory, or which 
check production. The power of absolute 
railroad taxation, which cannot be escaped 
by the citizen, far transcends that of any 
overnment, even the most despotic—not 
at itself ventures on such taxation. 

Only for through business between dis- 
tant point, is there now competition. 

In this case, cheapness used to be second, 
butis not often secured now. Here pooling 
comes ip. If not, there is often a war be 
tween powerful antagonists, violently affect- 
ing outside interes's, too dangerous to go on 
unchecked, by any principle or law; often 
ruinous to individua's and communities. 

These powers are too great to be trusted 
in irresponsibie hands. 

Can the railroads manage the customer? 
Indeed. Is this thesimple question? Why, 
they can manage the government. So great 
is their concentrated power that the 7 
vatians were not more powerless against 
rulliver. What is the private’ citizen 
against this organized power. Like Cwsar 

He doth bestride the narrow world, 
Like a colossus; and we petty men 
Walk under his huge legs and peep about. 

The corporation being thus powerful, 
the only chance is to pit them one against 
another; but they have grown too shrewd 
for that. Warfare has ceased ' (properly 
enough, ) and pooling taken its place. After 
trying for a while which can whip—either 
one succeeds or the two combine. But suc- 
cess itself is not success—till it leads to 
combination. 

And combination iseasy if there is but 
two to combine. It is as easy for the rail- 
roads to combine as it is impossible for their 
customers, Just try to think of a combi- 
nation of rai.road customers—if you can.

a hat quick; they can seldom 
wait ldng, andieven waiting does not help. 

Competition failing, abuses grow. These 
great monopolies become more powerful 
than government itself—powers which gov- 
ern governments. 

Legislation, instead of checking, is made 
to increase their powers. 

Not the business public only, but the 
state itself is conquered. And to get up 
new railroads to compete with the old is as 
impossible as to set up new governments. 
To get one railroad is pisually exhaustive. 
Suppose the effurt madeto get up a railroad 
from.Augusta to Atianta? 

A ‘rival road from Macon to the sea was 
set up. What has it paid its stockholders? 

The railroad interest to-day is stronger 
than the government. The lobby assaults 
the legislature; nay, they anticipate the 
lobby —they send members. They put 
judges on the bench—of the state courts— 
of the U. S. supreme court. They make 
legislatures and governors, and play a huge 
part in making presidents. 

Here in Georgia the abuses are as yet rel- 
atively small, save in the reign of Ballock. 
It is to be hoped that before they ripen, we 
shall benefit by the experience of other 
states. 

The chances for abuse are enormous; 
there are no adequate checks. The informa- 
tion of the public concerning railroad oper- 
ations is small. Abuses easily grow up. 
The old charters did not suffice (it was not 
known how) to protect the shareholders vs. 
the agents and managers. There are ex- 
press abuses—sleeping-car abuses—rebates, 
discriminations against men, against locali- 
ties, against towns and cities. Ordinary 
discriminating taxation is small in the com- 
parison. 

Power to help is everywhere power 
to hurt—power to protect is power to 
oppress. Power needs constant vigilance. 
Legislation needs to keep pari passu with 
events. The right to regulate should 
never be surrendered. The legislature has 
no right to surrender it—the power of protec- 
tion. Thisis its chief function. The dis- 
coveries of the future are not all to be given 
away by a stroke of the legislative pen. 

How improvident itwnay be, how ignor- 
ant, may be illustrated thus: When the 
Georgia road was first projected the wisest 
advocates anticipated a cost of $3,000a mile, 
and that fhe road Would carry, perhaps, 
5,000 bales of cotton and thirty-five passen- 
gers a day. 

On such estimates were based provisions 
extending into the indefinite future. 

It may be well to trace rapidly govern 
ment relations to transportation. A mo- 
nopoly of roads is greater than that ef 
water. Only a few people live on the coast. 
The rest must go there and get their pro- 
duce there, over roads some _ how. 
Moreover, internal commerce exceeds for- 
eign, manifold ten to one. 

On the public highways between import- 
ant places, there were always several com- 
mon carriers. You could choose between 
them, or do it yourself. As a last resort 
} the road was free to yourself. There was 
competition. Yet the government regu- 
lated even common carriers. 

When railroads were first built, it was 
simply a new road bed; the customers could 
hire its use by payingtoll. Soon i: was evi- 
dent that the railroad company must run 
the road. The customers could not procure 
engines, cars, experienced engineers and the 
like.. Anybody can drive a wagon ; not so an 
engine. 

Soon, the railway became the only road 
available. Who dreams of going or sending 
freight 100 miles, 1,000, by common road? 
The railroad is the only way of travel and of 
freight for considerable distances. The 
monopoly of this special way, now, is the 
monopoly of ali transportation. 
‘\ great monopoly granted to a private 
company, of the oceanfitself, were actually 
of immeasurably less importance then 
the monopoly of railway transportation— 
perhaps as 10 to 1 or 100 to one. 
Does it not need then some other regula- 
tion than that Of the monopolists? The 
increased commerce of the coun- 
try is the only measure of the largely 
increased evils of monopoly, now, as com- 
pared with former times, and the increase:| 
need of regulation. 
Our next number will be devoted to Regu- 
lation—its necessity and means. 
Common carriers were always regulated 
by law. This particular common carrier 
needs regulation a hundred fold more than 
any other ever did. The eye highways
